One of 
these, after traversing some miles of 
business streets, goes TO Oatos avenue. 


Sometimes there used to pome from 


the direction of the slums, closely veiled 
nnd walking- with the slow tread of 
illness, a woman, young and slender, 
but already bowed. She would get upon 
a Gates avenue car and sit unmoved 
while it went on its devious way tint!
